“ Boiled ’’ Linseed Oil. 


There are three methods employed in producing “boiled” 
oil. The first consists in boiling the oil at a temperature 
varying from 450 to 500 degrees Fahrenheit with red lead 
and litharge in the proper proportions. 

The second method consists in simply mixing raw linseed 
oil at a moderate temperature with more or less proportion 
of a concentrated solution of lead and manganese-linoleate. 

The third process consists in incorporating the oxidizing 
agent or the metallic oxides in the oil, under the action of 
steam heat. 

The first method produces the kettle-boiled oil. 

The second method produces what is known as “bung- 
hole” oil. 

The third method produces what is known in the trade 
as “steam-boiled” linseed oil. 

When the oil is extracted from the seed, whether by pres- 
sure or the volatile solvent process, it is not only the pure 
linolein that is squeezed out or is separated from the seed, 
but also the substance that is called the mucilage and various 
other substances, and these all exist in freshly-made linseed 
oil. 

In the kettle-boiled oil where the temperature, as men- 
tioned in first paragraph, is from 450 to 500 degrees Fahren- 
heit, the mucilaginous and other undesirable matter rises to 
the top of the oil and is skimmed off. 

In the “bung-hole” process all of the mucilaginous matter 
and the undesirable substances are retained in the oil to the 
detriment of its quality as a paint oil. 


The third process mentioned, which produces steam-boiled 
oil, is a quicker and more economical way of turning out an 
oil purified by heat, but as the heat is seldom or never over 
300 to 325, very much of the undesirable impurities are left 
in the oil, and the steam-boiled oil is therefore inferior to the 
kettle-boiled oil, and is sold at a less price than the genuine 
kettle-boiled oil.

Editorial Trade Review. 

The retail trade is reported by the travelers on the road 
as being in a good and satisfactory condition, with a de- 
mand from the consumer of the most encouraging kind. 
Supplementary orders are given with confidence. The 
Fall and Winter seasons being long and continuous, many 
are occupied with the usual preparations for a fine and 
profitable holiday trade, which the generally prosperous 
condition of the workmen in all lines of production, 
promises to prove of greater importance than at any pre- 
vious time. 

The jobbing trade are kept busy filling additional or- 
ders and are catching up on the numerous items on the 
back order book made necessary by previous insufficient 
supplies trom manufacturing plants on account of the 
strike conditions. prevailing. 

Both jobbers and manufacturers have been giving con- 
siderable attention to the interesting Convention of the 
National Hardware Association which has flooded the 
beautiful city of Cleveland with active delegates repre- 
senting both these important branches of our useful indus- 
try. The present indications point this out as one of the 
most enjoyable conventions this popular Association has 
been the means of bringing together. The bright and 
shining lights of each division of workers were on deck to 


lend a hand to bring their deliberations to a successful 
issue, and the report of the proceedings, which forms a 
large part of the contents of this issue of our paper, gives 
abundant evidence that no waning interest is noticeable 
in the necessity for this annual gathering of merchants 
and manufacturers in order to give every encouragement 
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to mutual interest, sound principles, honest motives and 
integrity of purpose that should govern all commercial] 
transactions. 

A new feature was added to the interest given to the 
proceedings of the Convention by the call which was 
issued for the manufacturers present to consider the ad- 
visability of organizing a Hardware Manufacturers’ \s- 
sociation. The advantages already gained by the jobhers 
and retailers in concerted action as affecting the interests 
of the manufacturers, make it desirable that a similar 
unanimity of purpose should be entertained and _ sup- 
ported by the manufacturers. Possibly some of the de- 
mands of the several associations may occasionally be 
regarded as unreasonable, and if placed before a body 
whose interests are identical from a manufacturer's stand- 
point, they may be argued, entertained or rejected with a 
concert of action not otherwise obtainable. Anything in 
the nature of dictation could thus be resented, and a more 
judicious temper caused to prevail, in which justice to all 
interests might meet more favorable consideration. An 
Association of this kind was felt to be desirable from the 
growing number of large retailers who are ambitious of 
being considered as jobbers, consequent on the employ- 
ment of a limited number of travelers to distribute their 
stock. With the knowledge gained by association, the 
motives of both divisions of the trade can be more thor- 
oughly understood and appreciated, and the trade rela- 
tions of each rendered more harmonious in the absence of 


any element savoring of dictation. 


The Jumbo Jobbing House. 


A movement to consolidate the jobbing interests of 


! 
ne 


country into one big concern or company with branches in 
the principal trade centres, has been agitated in several sec- 
tions during the past month. A more impracticable or delu- 
sive scheme could seareely have been promoted with so much 
serlousness. 

If the object is to lessen the number of Jobbing houses do- 
ine business, a number constantly increasing in an inverse 
ratio to a possible living profit, the very fact of a consolida- 
tion throwing out in the interest of economy a number of 
skilled salesmen whose services could be dispensed with, 
would otf itself assist in the formation of smaller jobbing 
houses with light expenses, whose efforts to sell would nat- 
urally create conditions more antagonistic than prevail at 
present, and to whom the sympathy of the retailer would be 
largely extended. The competition which makes a movement 
of this kind assume any interest, does not lie so much in the 
competition between individual jobbers, perhaps, as the temp- 
tation among smaller manutacturers to market their products 
to the retail dealers direct from the factory, compelling the 
jobber, to retain his already established trade by making cut 
prices to meet these quotations. 

What’s to beeome of the manufacturer when these Jumbo 
jobbers consolidate—those who make similar lines of goods 
such as steel goods, shovels, axes, horseshoes, ete.? As the 
eonsolidation of distributers, it is likely, cannot buy of all ot 
these competing producers, won’t they be apt to go foraging 
for trade on their own account, and leave the big consolida- 
tion to pare profits a little closer? From a jobber’s stand- 
point, there are enough manufacturers now selling the retail 
trade direct. Will a Jumbo jobbing house as contemplate | 
lessen it? 

It would look to an outsider as though this plan was 
tered and encouraged by some old timers in the trade, 
fancy their present businesses can be disposed of for 
based on a valuation in which “good will” may be lar 


represented by a paper value. It has been a long time since 
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ossible scale of actual profit has made “good will” a

en asset. With the present antipathy to trust influences 
on the part of the people, a strong public sentiment would 
oppose this Jumbo consolidation at the outset, and which 
would grow antagonistic to its continuance as fast as other 
sources of supply were opened to the trade. There is as little 
likeliiood of a consolidation like that proposed being con- 
sum d as there is of those embarking in the scheme find- 
ing : fit from the operations of so wild a project, if con- 
we ion were possible. 
Looking Back at the Steel Strike. 

T] ‘eel strike which came to a close a fortnight ago 
was bor trouble, says the Age of Steel, that at the outset 
threatened much damage to the industries involved. These 
industries were spinal in the welfare of the nation, and any 
disaster thereto would not fail to be less than a grave calam- 
itv. Some high keynotes were struck at the commencement 
of the trouble. Success for the strikers was a certainty. The 
Steel Trust was beaten at the first drum tap; but the screech 
subsided into a sneeze, with the snuff in the wrong nose. The 
strike collapsed and went to pieces. It started with a pro- 
eraminec; it ended with a surrender. The causes leading 
thereto were manifold. Public opinion failed to wax warm 
in the matter; the support of the press was feeble and frac- 
tional: svmpathy, as expressed in financial aid, was thread- 
bare and poverty stricken; and the rally of other organiza- 
tions was half-hearted and hesitant. Moreover, the Amalga- 
mated was faee to face with the most compact and powerful 
organization of its kind in the world. Nor were the employes 


a unit in the strike; some refused to go out owing to contracts 
to which they had pledged their honor while others had some 
troublesome doubts as to the wisdom and necessity of the 
trouble. There had been symptoms of vacillation in some 
stages of the strike among responsible leaders, and so it came 
to pass that the great steel strike, that threatened to surpass 
all others in the issues involved, practically did less. Accord- 
ing to Pittsburgh estimates the cost of the trouble approxi- 
mated a total of $25,000,000, of which about $10,000,000 is 
charged to the loss of wages—a heavy price to pay for a chalk 
Cry. 

The agreement arrived at between the American Tin Plate 
Company and the Amalgamated Association provides that the 
company reserves the right to hire or discharge any employe 
without reference to any connection with labor organiza- 
tions; that non-union mills shall be represented as such, but 
that old charters can be retained by such men as desire to do 
so; also that no prejudice shall be held against any workmen 
by reason of their membership in the Amalgamated Associa- 
Furthermore, this agreement is to remain in force for

tion. 
a period of three years dating trom July 1, last. 
however, is subject to the vote of the tin-plate workers. 

This strike has not been without its lessons. It points to 


the urgent need of wise and capable leadership on the part of 
labor unions—men of brains, conscience and force. It also 
shows that corporate capital has to deal with organized labor, 
and while not compelled to be a catspaw to the same, has to 
recognize its existence, influence and increasing importance. 
The peaceful character of the strike in which violence was at 


a discount, is an evidence of a departure from the age of 
bludgeons and broken heads. There has been no re-enactment 
of the Homestead tragedy or of the scenes in Cincinnati, 
Official advice and instruction in 
this matter were plain spoken and emphatic. The leaders of 
the strike put their foot on the brickbat, and whatever mistakes 
they may have made, they made none in this. This can be 
repeated in all future cases of trouble, should such arise. 
This is on a line with the idea of peaceful arbitration of dis- 
puted questions. So far, so good. Again, the issue of the 
struggle is evidence of the fact that no body of men, corpor- 
ate or unionized, can stay the tide of national prosperity. The

It is hard to see why one should not receive the same cour- 
tesy and attention whether he presents himself indirectly by 
the telephone or actually in the body at his correspondent’s 
place of business. ‘Too little attention has been given to the 
employment of clerks to answer the telephone, and many em- 
ployers have apparently forgotten that the telephone is an 
open door and that it should be guarded by a person of intel- 
ligence, discretion and good manners.—Electrical Review. 


Certified Checks. 


When the holder of a check takes it to the bank upon 
which it is drawn and has it certified, the certification im- 
ports that the drawer has sufficient funds on deposit with the 
bank to pay the check, that these funds are to be immediately 
set apart for its satisfaction, and that the amount for which 
the check was drawn will be paid upon its presentation. The 
moment the check is certified the drawer is released and the 
bank becomes the only debtor. Under the Gecisions in New 
York State certification does not warrant the genuineness of 
any part of the check except the signature. If the signature 
is a forgery, the bank that certified the check must pay it, 
notwithstanding that fact; but if the amount has been raised 
before certification, the certifying bank cannot be compelled 
to pay the increased amount, but only that for which the 
check was originally drawn.

Powers of Committee of an Incompetent.

Brothers of a deceased person have an equal right to letters 
of administration, and the one first obtaining them would be 
the proper administrator of the estate.

Perhaps it is from 
their standpoint, knowing of their own good condition; but 
how is the creditor to know that until he has been informed, 
and generally the only reason why he is not is because the 
debtor has already refused to tell the agencies or any one else 
anything about himself, thereby leaving open only one course 
to the creditor, that of asking for the information necessary 
to the extension of credit. It is not nearly such a blot ona 
man’s reputation to receive a request for such details as it is 
to get turned down, and frequently he would be if he did not 
put a little confidence in the creditor for the sake of the 
large amount of confidence he expects the creditor to place 
in him in return therefor. 

If the debtor cannot trust the creditor with a little infor- 
mation, how can he expect the creditor to trust him with his 
dollars, his

dise. As a rule, the people refusing statements are the ones 
not deserving of credit, but they never will be if they don’t 
try to establish it by honest dealings, if not by financial

A request for such a 
showing is not a reflection or attack upon integrity, reputa- 
tion or ability, but a tribute to it, since sufficient confidence 
is reposed in the receiver of credit to rely upon his statement, 
which is the only road to the true and unbiased information 
necessary to conduct business intelligently and equitably.

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The Manufacture of Fire Brick. 

Various processes and labor-saving Machines employed in 
a modern well-equipped plant. 

The manufacture of fire brick has long received a great deal 
in western Pennsylvania and throughout the 
steel-making districts of the United States owing to the 
steady demand for such brick for the many coke ovens in 
these regions. A description of one of the plants engaged in 
making this type of fire brick that appeared recently in a 
technical contemporary is of general interest owing to the 
numerous ingenious methods and machines employed. The 
clay is blasted with dynamite and powder, preferably the

The clay is loaded 
into small cars, which travel over a trestle across a creek to 
the plant. The cars have drop bottoms, and run directly over 
a chute, leading down into the grinding pans, two in number.

having a eapacity of 50,000 bricks a day. 
this machine is an automatie cutter which cuts the bricks 
on a carrying belt as they emerge. The belt then separates 
the bricks and carries them further where they are taken 
by handy workmen and loaded on trucks which travel to the 
transfer, and from the transfer the cars of bricks are run into 
the tunnels of the dryer at will. 

The bricks remain in the tunnel on the cars about 12 hours. 
As green bricks are added in front of the tunnel, the dry 
bricks are pushed out towards the rear of each tunnel, and 
each day are taken out of the rear, where there is another 
transfer track running parallel with the rear end of the 
dryer, and also parallel with the face of each of the kilns. 
The tunnels have a drying capacity of 50,000 bricks per day. 
Over the top of the drying tunnels there is a large floor space 
on which special shapes, that is, large shapes, including tun- 
nel for coke ovens, fronts, Jams, ete., are dried. It requires 
from one to two weeks for drying these special shapes. 
Sometimes this operation is one of the most delicate in the 
manufacture of fire bricks. 

To resume the operation of the manufacture of bricks, 
when they are placed in one or the other of the kilns, of which 
there are six, each with a capacity of 80,000 bricks, they are 
burned for five days and five nights. The secrets of burning 
are said to have been solved after years of trial and study and 
the expenditure of much money. 

The bricks, after being burned, are taken out of a door in 
the rear of the kilns and loaded directly into the railroad 
cars on a siding which is parallel with the rear alignment of 
the kilns and three feet from it. It is thus seen that the 
operation of the manufacture from the clay bank till the 
loading for shipment is continuous, and no brick is carried 
a foot farther, either by hand or machinery, than is abso- 
lutely necessary to give the plant its capacity and the ma- 
chinery its room for operation. 

When soft mud bricks are made the screened clay or silice 
rock is run into a different machine, which also has a capa- 


city of 50,000 bricks per day. When the bricks emerge from 


this they are in groups of five and are dumped from the molds 
on pallets, which are loaded on the trucks and carried into 
the tunnels, where the operations are similar to those previ- 
ously described.—American Exporter.

THE HALLE-MERSEBURG ELECTRIC RAILROAD. 

Consul Warner reports from Leipzig, July 27, 1901, that 
work has been begun on the electric railroad between Halle 
and Merseburg, permission for the construction of which 
was granted by the Prussian Government several months ago. 
It is expected that the Halle-Ammendorf section will be 
completed before the beginning of Winter. The total length 
will be 10 miles. Power will be obtained from the River 
Saale. The consul also states that the projected electric 
railroad between Leipzig and Halle has been abandoned, the 
Prussian and Saxon governments having refused to grant the 
necessary franchises. 

IRON SANDS OF GUADELOUPE. 

Consul Ayme, of Guadeloupe, under date of August 13, 
1901, reports that, according to a decree recently published 
in the Journal Officiel, a concession for the exploitation of 
the iron sands of the colony has been granted to Mr. N. de 
La Ronciere, merchant and president of the chamber of 
commerce of Pointe a Pitre. The consul adds: 

These sands are found at many places along the coast in 
vast beds. The quantity in sight and immediately available 
is estimated at some 200,000 tons. It is a very pure magnetic 
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iron sand, free from impurities, and yielding about 67 per 
cent. of iron. This iron is said to give a superior quality of 
steel. This consulate has been in receipt of several letters 
asking for particulars regarding these iron-sand deposits, but 
it has heretofore been the policy of the government of the 
colony to forbid the working of them. Practically unlim- 
ited quantities can be furnished, and vessels can be loaded 
very speedily and safely. All persons interested should write 
either in English or French to Mr. Numa de La Ronciere, 
Pointe a Pitre, Guadeloupe, or to the American Exchange, 
same city. 

NOTES FROM NICARAGUA. 

The following has been received from Consular Agent 
Manning, of Matagalpa: 

I would eall the attention of our exporters to certain 
things that have come under my observation. The principal 
merchants here are European, but the large American colony 
has demanded that they import certain United States goods, 
wishing better quality than is usual in European articles of 
the same class. ‘To satisfy this demand, one of the heaviest 
importers here sent a trial order to a house in San Francisco. 
Imagine his surprise to find that a number of the articles 
shipped him bore such mottoes as “Made in Germany,” “Made 
in France,” “All English labor employed,” ete. This importer 
is an Englishman, and imports everything he can from Eng- 
land and many things from Germany and France direct, and 
these same articles would have come to him in this way, less 
American duties and other charges, therefore much more 
Among the goods were corkscrews, screw-drivers, 
I think our wholesalers should 


cheaply. 
pocketknives, scissors, ete. 
understand that when orders are sent from Spanish America, 
it is with a view to securing United States articles. If 
Nicaragua duties on ready-made clothing and boots and shoes 
were reduced, a new trade would be opened with this country, 
where such things are absolutely not to be had. 
REFRIGERATORS IN MALTA. 

Malta should prove a good market for American refrig- 
erators and ice chests. The few in use here are of the most. 
primitive type. As a rule, they are merely oblong chests, 
lined with zinc; but even these bring good prices. I believe 
that the attractive, practical American article would meet 
with a ready sale, if properly introduced. The three ice fac- 
tories here could supply all the necessary ice. I do not 
believe there would be much demand for high-grade goods; 
the call would be rather for refrigerators which could be 
placed upon the market at, say, $15 or less.: The few in use 
here are principally of English manufacture, brought from 
England by private parties. They are not on sale at the 
local stores. Malta has direct steamship communication 
with New York. The Valletta firms most likely to be inter- 
ested in the introduction of refrigerators are: C. Breed 
Eynaud & Co., Robert Balbi & Co., M. A. Crockford & Son, 
Mortimer & Co., Dalzel & Gingel, Bugeja & Micallef, C. V.

Making of Matches. 

Results of ingenious machinery. 

It was found a few years ago, says an exchange, that each 
of the inhabitants of Great Britain consumed on an average 
eight matches a day. The consumption in this country per 
capita is considerably larger, though exact statistics cannot 
be given because treasury returns of the imports of 
matches convey no idea of the number brought into the eoun- 
try, which is certainly large. The foreign matches are not 
so cheap as ours, but for one reason or another there is con- 
siderable demand for them. 

If we figure on the British basis of eight matches per capita 
a day the home consumption is 610,427,096 matches a day. 
This enormous figure may be accepted as approximately the 
home consumption of home-made matches in addition to the 
foreign matches that are found in all of our markets; but it 
by no means represents our total output, for a considerable 
quantity of American matches are sold in European and 
other countries. 

Success in matchmaking at the present time is largely a 
question of machinery. Matches are sold at a price so ex- 
eeedingly small that the manufacturers controlling the best 
machinery for eliminating hand labor and producing excel- 
lent matehes at a minimum cost have a great advantage in 
trade. It is next to impossible for one match factory to com- 
pete with another unless its machinery is equally efficient. 
It cannot buy the machinery used in rival factories for it is 
almost invariably the case that a manufacturing concern 
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controls the patents it has thought it advantageous

aces, jowadays, it is practically essential to own machinery 
that Is at least as pertect as any used by rival establishments. 

American matchmaking machines are the best in the world, 
which tunts for the success of the American concern in 
England the other day in absorbing the plant and business of 
the largest British establishment. 

Our publie is paying for matches to-day less than half what 
it paid nty years ago, though they were then regarded as 
very ». Elderly persons can remember the time when 
matches were husbanded with considerable care, for it did 
not t very many of them to represent the value of a cent. 
it _ thanks to machinery and improved process, nobody 
eares very much how many matches he wastes trying to light 
his pipe on a windy day. In fact, matches are so cheap that 
the cost of supplying a great country with all the matches it 
wants does not reach an impressive figure. The total product 
of all our mateh factories is sold for less than $10,000,000 a 
year, which cuts a very small figure when it is remembered 
that the value of the machines of all kinds that are produced 


in this country every year is alone about $400,000,000. Match 
manufacturing is a small industry after all. 

Not many establishments are required to turn out the 
matches this country needs. Over in New Jersey, only a few 
from New York City, there are two factories with a 


mile S 
The largest 


capacity together of 90,000,000 matches a day. 
factory in the country, at Barberton, O., can turn out 100,- 
100,000 matches a day, probably a seventh of the entire con- 


sumption. 

This country has a great advantage in the abundance of 
aspen, whieh tree is superior to all other timber for match- 
making on account of its natural qualities and the ease with 
which it is worked. It is light, spongy and splits easily, and 
though pine, linden, birch and other woods are also used 
in this and other countries, aspen is preferred to them all. 
European mateh manufacturers have been engaged in a 
scramble for years past to secure a sufficient quantity of 
aspen. Germany is importing from Russia every year about 


8,500,000 cubie feet of aspen to supplement her own supplies. 


Beeswax as Money. 

Commodity that is as good as eash in the Hardware busi- 
hess. 

It will surprise many people to learn that in almost every 
part of the United States there is something which mer- 
chants regard just as good as the cold cash, says an exchange. 
That something seems commonplace, for it is nothing more 
than beeswax. But it is only in one branch of trade that 
beeswax is current, and that is the one the average person 
would least suppose—the Hardware line. The reason Hard- 
ware stores handle beeswax was explained the other day by a 
prominent wholesale dealer. It appears that all through the 
South,as well as in other parts of the country,the tin peddlers 
swap their wares for beeswax, which they get very cheap. 

They make a nice profit on their tinware in the trade, and 
they also get a profit on the beeswax when they turn it over 
to the retailers in Hardware. The beeswax passes from them 
to the wholesale Hardwaremen in the cities, and they ship it 
in barrels to New York. Wholesale Hardware dealers often 
receive notices from customers that they have shipped a cer- 
tain number of barrels of beeswax to apply on account. 
Beeswax is always a staple article, and in the trade is just 
as good as the cash at all times. 

Like many other goods it sometimes fluctuates in price, 
but there is always a steady demand for it at the market 
value. Before the patent hives and honeycombs came into 
use some years ago, the wholesale price of beeswax was 25 
cents a pound. Where large numbers of bees were kept the 
patent comb was used, and the consequence was that the bees 
didn’t have to manufacture any comb, and in the course of a 
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year the production of wax decreased so much that the price 
went up to 70 cents a pound wholesale. It went even higher 
than that for a while, and then it fell again but it has never 
vot back to where it was before the patents were adopted. If 
it were not for the tens of thousands of small bookkeepers 
who cling to the old style of handling bees the price of bees- 


wax would be more than $1 a pound. 


Utilization of Waste Products. 

There are many instances of experiments in the utilization 
of waste which read as if they were intended to be facetious, 
although the investigators may be in earnest. “One chem- 
ist,” writes Prof. Peter F. Austen, in the September Forum, 
“made a wine jelly out of old boots, and was enthusiastic 
about it—more so, probably, than those who partook of it and 
did not learn the fact until later. Another converts old 
shirts into glucose, ferments it, distils off the aleohol, colors 
and flavors it, and produces a fine grade of whisky. Still 
another scientifie experimenter feeds his whole family with 
cakes containing a large amount of powdered sawdust, and is 
pleased to find that the diet is relished and digested. 

“Speaking of sawdust, it is a singular fact that in the 
United States this waste has been allowed to accumulate in 
various places until it has become a nuisance, especially 
when it has been allowed to run into rivers and choke up the 
channels, disfigure the shores and in other ways make trouble. 
Although there are not a few methods of utilizing sawdust, 
but little attempt seems to have been made in this country. 
The amount of sawdust produced has been reduced by the 
displacement of the cireular saw by the band saw, which 
makes much less dust. There is, however, plenty of sawdust 
produced, and, as a rule, it does not find any application. 
In view of this state of affairs, a brief mention of some of the 
utilizations of sawdust will be of interest. 

“The first use, as would naturally occur to any one, is to 
Several special forms of furnaces have been in- 
In some eases the sawdust is 


burn it. 
vented to do this efficiently. 
dried before it is burnt, while in others it is dried in the fur- 
nace in which it is burnt. It can also be mixed with coal 
slack, spent dyewood, turf, peat, ete., and compressed into 
briquettes, which allows it to be sold for use in place of coal. 
As coal is very often highly-priced in regions where sawdust 
is produced, there is an opportunity for a large profit. By 
the dry distillation of sawdust all the distillation products of 
wood are obtained, and this manufacture can be conducted 
as an adjunct to the working of wood in a way to insure a 
profit. The products obtained are gas, wood alcohol, acetic 
acid, tar and oils. From the tar there have been obtained 
benzole, toluole, zymole, cumole, parattine, naphthalene and 
hydrocarbons, which are used in the manufacture of aniline 
colors. Carbolie acid and creosote are also obtained. As a 
last product, charcoal is left in the retorts. 

“By sieving out the coarser particles, mixing the remainder 
with various fillers and agglutinants, compressing and heat- 
ing, some very interesting materials have been made in the 
way of artificial wood, plastic masses, ete. Such a material 
was brought out by Latry, in Paris, and was made from pre- 
It formed a hard, black substance, 
which could be tooled and machined like wood. It took a 
high polish, and could be glued, lacquered and gilded. Imi- 
tation marbles have also been made from the fine dust of 
certain woods and the dust of ivory and similar waste. A 
mixture of sawdust and phosphate of lime with a binder has 
been used as a material for taking casts of sculptures, and 
has been called ‘Similibois.’ Slabs for parquet floors have 
also been made from sawdust, as well as plates for bas-reliefs, 
art castings, panels and decorations. ‘Terra-cotta lumber and 
artificial lumber are both instances of the utilization of saw- 
dust. Sawdust compositions have also been used for side-

Rubber Horse Shoe Pads. 

The Western Horse Shoe Pad Co., 52-60 Fifth Avenue, 
Chicago, Ill., are introducing to the trade the Rubber Horse 
Shoe Pads, an illustration of which we give herewith. It 
is the belief of those interested in the matter that the ma- 
jority of hoof diseases can be traced to excessive concussion, 
it being understood that if the horse traveled on a yielding 
surface like the soft ground, as nature evidently intended 
they should, diseases of the foot and slipping would be rarely 
heard of, and the horse prevented from becoming valueless 
when in his prime. Pads made of pieces of sole leather have 
been used, and some to which a piece of rubber has been 
sewed, riveted or glued, but the leather being exposed to the 
elements becomes hard and stiff, and elasticity almost en- 
tirely destroyed. To overcome this objection has led to the 
invention and adoption of the Rubber Horse Shoe Pad which 
it is claimed thoroughly lessens the concussion, is designed 
to expand contracted heels, and undoubtedly relieves tender 
feet and lowers hoof temperature. These rubber pads are 
manufactured to be used in connection with metal shoes, and 
are constructed so as to obviate the objectionable features in 
other pads above referred to. They are made of the same 
grade of rubber used in vehicle tires, extensive experiments 
made by the manufacturers having fully demonstrated this 
grade of rubber to be best for horse shoe pad service. The 
heel or bar has been greatly strengthened, nearly a quarter 
of an inch more rubber being used than has heretofore been 
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the ease. The pad portion which comes in contact with the 
hoof is made of several layers of heavily frictioned Sea 
Island cotton, which forms a very tough fabric, giving it the 
stiffness of leather, and yet unlike leather, the vulcanized 
canvas does not tend to brittleness or hardness from the 
necessary exposure or moisture. The heel is vulcanized to 
the friction part, making the heel and pad one piece. This 
is accomplished with a view of overcoming the necessity of 
stitching, riveting or cementing, which adds to the cost of 
the pad, and is even then frequently found defective, owing 
to the separation. Where a horseshoer does not carry these 
goods in stock, the company will forward a sample pair upon 
receipt of a tracing of a horse’s front feet on a piece of paper, 
accompanied by the price, $1 per pair.

Dry goods, shoes, hats and even dry goods notions have been 
hard to get, and every Hardware merchant, both jobber and 
retailer, knows the serious annoyance and loss they have had 
to stand. It has simply been out of the question to keep a 
complete stock in any line. It has been much easier to sell 
goods this year than to get them. Builders’ Hardware and 
tools have been in active demand and manufacturers have 
frankly advised dealers that they could not fill orders for <¢ 
month and some times three months. 
add a month or two more. We have orders out that were 
given in April and May, still not completed. This all indi- 
cates that every class of people has money to buy goods and

Prices on Hardware have been steadier than they were in 


1900. I do not remember nails and wire ever remaining the 
same price so long, and there is no probability of the price 
being lowered so long as the demand keeps up. Indications 
for continued active business for 1902 are the very best. All 
that is necessary is to keep a steady rein; buy staple goods in 
fair quantities but not in speculative quantities unless you 
have the money to spare. Even then it is none too safe, but 
keep a good stock as there will be a demand for it. The 
season so far in 1901 has been very uneven. June was a wet 
one and farmers could not do any good with corn; but how 
the weeds did grow! Many a corn-field would have made a 
good place for a boat race, and then we all got dry, and then 
dryer and finally withered. Result: Poor corn crop, ditto 
potato and tomato. Think of potatoes selling for $1.40 per 
bushel and tomatoes $4.00 per bushel. But peaches, yes that 
crop was a “peach.” They will not do though for steady diet. 
Peaches and cream are good to top off with, but there is 
always a corner in one’s bread basket for a good-sized potato, 
and it does not make much difference what else you have, the 
potato corner of your stomach is not satisfied until it gets the 
potato; and it is all the same whether they cost 25 cents or 
$1.25 per bushel. It is the same with other necessities of life. 
For instance, I paid 25 cents for about two dozen fish worms 
several times during my outing the past summer, but to 
offset that, nice little green frogs were only 10 cents a dozen. 
If some one would start an “angle worm” farm up in the 
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Georgian Bay country, he would have a cinch, but hi must 
take the farm with him. There are plenty of rocky places rm 
put it when he gets there.

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Stoves People Use in Foreign Countries. 


COOKING AND HEATING APPLIANCES AMONG FAR-OFF 
PEOPLES. 
Phe State Department has just published reports from 


ilar officers showing how people in all parts of the world 
i) their cooking and heating. The information was elicited 


do 
| nse to inquiries from stove manufacturers about the 
use of stoves in foreign countries. 

One of the reports deals with Algeria, where people do not 
use heating stoves. Cooking stoves are used only by hotels, 
restaurants, schools, hospitals and troops, and in the private 
houses of foreigners. ‘The natives use open fireplaces. ‘This 
‘; not because the climate is tropical, for during four months 
0 year heating is necessary in almost every house. The 
principal fuel is chareoal, coke and wood. Laundry work is 
ever done in ordinary houses, and there are no ovens for 


bakine bread. ‘The bread, rolls, biscuits, and even roasts and 
baked fowls are supplied by the baker. 

“With reference to fuel,’ adds Consul Kidder, “there is 
still another article which is extensively used everywhere for 
cooking. It is ealled ‘broussailles, and consists of the small] 


limbs, twigs and branches of trees; in other words, brush, or

e made to do most ordinary work. ‘This arrangement 


[In British South Africa they use a square cooking stove, 
with two and four holes, a small fire pot, an oven, and a 
water heater on one side of the fire-pot. This last is a part 
of the stove and framed in it. The stoves are set up on brick 
work within the fireplace, the brick foundation being the full 
width of the fireplace and about two feet high, while on the 
open side of the stove the brick work is built up to the top 
tace of the stove. ‘The housewives do not bake their own 
bread, but depend on the bakers. 

In Madagascar there are no stoves of any kind, and nobody 
wants them. Cooking is done at an open fire out of doors or 
in an outhouse, the clay or iron cooking utensils being placed 
upon tripods or Dutch ovens, and wood, grass or charcoal 


being used as fuel. 


MOROCCO WITHOUT STOVES. 

Morocco is also absolutely without stoves. There are no 
means of heating in that country, and cooking is done in 
charcoal furnaces. 

Sierra Leone is less primitive in this respect than many 
of the other African countries. Oil stoves are popular there. 
The old-fashioned stove is not, because, as Consul Williams 
says, “cooking in this country must be accomplished with as 
little heat as possible.” Nevertheless, it beeomes eold enough 
in the months of July and August to make a heating appa- 
ratus necessary, and the cooking stove is then made to do 
double service. It is in these months that the heavy cold 
rains take place. 

The eooking stove of the native British Indian is a fixture 
of the kitchen, and is built in with the building. Consul Fee 
at Bombay estimates that 99 per cent. of all the residential 
buildings and bungalows have these stoves. “The kitchen,” 
“is always in that part of the bungalow known as the 
servants’ quarters, and is never frequented by ‘sahib’ or 
‘mem-sahib’ or members of the household, as is a common 
practice in England and America.” The stove is built of 
brick, mortar and cement. It is more of a fireplace than a 
stove, and consists of two or three round rings on which to 
set pans and kettles, walled in with brick and mortar: an 
open space in front for a door, and a hole in the back, through 
which the smoke may escape into a pipe or into the kitchen. 
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The use of heating stoves is increasing among Chinese of 
the wealthier classes, and among those who have either trav- 
eled abroad or mingled with foreigners, but most Chinese 
houses have no heating appliances of any kind. “Even in the 
largest yamens,” says Consul Goodnow of Shanghai, “and 
where the othicials are old and feeble, the only artificial heat in 
Winter is by means of charcoal fires in open brasiers. Proteec- 
tion is effected against the cold by the increased quantity of 
clothing worn.” Consul General Wildman, in his report, adds 
with sareasm: “Chinese do not use iron stoves of any de- 
scription, and it would take several wars like the present one 
to convince them of their utility.” 

“Sol” Berliner, our Consul in the Canary Islands, evidently 
had a hard time getting the information wanted. The follow- 
ing are extracts from his report: 

“Value of Imports.—It is impossible to find out the total 
value of imports, as no statistics are kept. 

*Duty.—There are no customs or other kinds of tariff dues. 

*tuel.—The fuel used is coal, chareoal and wood, petroleum 
being too dear. Charcoal is most consumed.” 

For heating and cooking the Japanese use the “hibachi,” 
whieh consists of a large earthenware bowl or wooden box, 
partly filled with ashes, on the top of which is placed chareoal. 
This fuel, when ignited, provides a slow fire of low heating 
qualities, which throws off a gas. “At no time pleasant,” says 
Consul Davidson in describing this gas, “and under some eon- 
ditions very dangerous.” “One form of ‘hibaechi,’” he adds, 
“the top of which is partly covered by bamboo strips, is used 
ter bed warming, being placed under the coverings. Frequent 
lires, sometimes accompanied by loss of life, have resulted 
from the overturning of these little heaters by eareless sleep- 
ers. ‘The Chinese, especially old men and temales, are fre- 
quently seen strolling about in Winter with a small basket 
centaining a charcoal fire resting inside of the garments next 
to the stomach. This little body stove they hold in position 
with one hand, which they have withdrawn from their sleeve. 
To a newcomer, these apparently armless wonders with pro- 
iruding stomaches are, until some explanation is torthcom- 


ing, very perplexing subjects.” 
THE KOREAN SYSTEM, 


The Koreans heat their houses by an ingenious system of 
flues under a stone or cement floor covered with the thick, 
strong, oiled paper for which the country is famous. By this 
means a little wood or brush serves to cook the two daily 
meals and at the same time to heat the floor upon which the 
people sit and sleep. ‘The houses are built directly upon the 
vround and are of one story, and fires are kept up in Summer 
to prevent dampness caused by the heavy rainfall. Houses of 
the better class, however, are beginning to be fitted with at 
least one large room containing a board floor and an Amer- 
ican heating stove. 

In Australia heating stoves adapted for single rooms are 
used to a large extent, but central steam and hot air heating 
are practically unknown. “In most rooms,” says Consul Gen- 
eral Hurst, “stoves of glazed tiles are set, remaining the year 
round, forming as much a constituent part of the dwellings as 
floor or ceiling, and usually of a color and decoration to suit 
the plan of the apartment. Not considering the point of cera- 
mie ornamentation, it should be remembered that these tile 
stoves are regarded in Austria as superior to iron stoves on 
account of the great economy of fuel possible, not more than 
a quarter or a third of a bushel of coal being necessary to 
heat a moderately sized tile stove. Once heated, such a stove 
remains hot for ten or twelve hours and diffuses a mild and 
ecquable warmth.” 

Consul Hossfeld, at Trieste, declares that “there is in the 
Mediterranean countries a widespread prejudice against all 
artificial heat, such heat being believed to be a prolific source 
of ill-health and general effeminaey.” 
prejudice, he says that not one house in three in Trieste can 


In consequence of this 
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be heated, and not more than one in six actually is heated. 
“Less than a quarter of a century ago,” he adds, “nothing was 
thought of letting children suffer in cold schoolrooms.” In 
1898 a Trieste dealer, as an experiment, imported from Ger- 
many a few asbestos-lined stoves, built on the American plan. 
“Though the stove was a fine and attractive article, it met 
with no demand here, and the dealer has the consignmen 
still on his hands,” says the Consul. 

The Belgians use stoves unlike those of other countries. 
Consul General Lincoln describes a Belgian stove as a simple 
evlinder of sheet iron, from 115 to 5 feet high, and from 6

“The cooking stoves in this 
Consular district,” savs Consul Winslow, of Liege, “are very 
erude, and should an American housewife be called upon to 
prepare an ordinary meal for twe persons on one, she would 
declare that it was next to impossible to do it, to say nothing 
of baking cakes and pastry. <All the bread is purchased from 
the baker.” 

Consul Thackara, at Ilavre, thinks that the French will 
hever use stoves as Americans do, because the French do not 
like to keep their rooms very warm in Winter. Furnaces are 
almost unknown in private houses, flats, offices or public 
buildings, and steam and hot water heating have come into

ot France they use cooking stoves, but in the South the cook-

Consul Covert, 
at Lyons, says that gas ranges are coming in, but landlords 
never supply gas pipes to their houses, arguing that if gas 
pipes are placed between the walls there is no way of reaching 
them to stop up a leak. 
STOVES NOT POPULAR IN GREECE. 

The Consuls in Greece unite in declaring that the Greeks 
are prejudiced against heating stoves, believing that they are 
injurious to health. But Consul McGinley, at Athens, says 
that in recent years heating stoves and grates have become 
popular among the well-to-do classes.

“With an indoor temperature of 50 to 60 degrees F., 
and no fire, it is too cold to be either pleasant or healthy, and 
in this town I have often seen families sitting in their houses 
covered with wraps and shivering. The only attempt at a 
fire is a few pounds of spent charcoal in a brass pan, (‘bras- 
ero’) which will raise the temperature of a twelve-foot room 
about two degrees in the course of five or six hours.

This fire is kept burning all day, and the folks sit 
about it stirring up the embers and throwing on just suffi- 
cient fuel to keep it alight. Of course most of the heat goes 
up the wide chimney.”

our money.” 

ln Germany and Switzerland stoves are a part of the house. 
Ini England open fire-places are almost the only means of 
heating houses, and hotels, public buildings, and office build- 
ings are heated in the same manner. “Stoves,” says Consul 
Sovle, at Liverpool, “are almost unknown in England.” As 
for Ireland, heating and cooking stoves are used very exten- 
sively, according to Consul Swiney of Cork. Open grates are 
used in Seotland, and except in country houses one seldom 
sces a heating stove of the coal-burning kind. Of Mexico 
Consul General Barlow reports: 

“If the natives desire warmth, they go into the street and 


wait the coming of the sun.” 


THE BRAZILIAN “POGARO.” 

In Brazil every house has a small charcoal burning firepot 
called “togaro.” They are made of east iron, and are eylin- 
drical for about two-thirds of their height, “at which point,” 
savs Consul Furniss, at Bahia, “they flare out and become 
basin-shaped, forming a reservoir, the bottom of which has a 
small grate, upon which is built the fire.” Pots and pans are 
placed directly on this fire. The eylindrical portion of the 
stove serves as a flue for draught and to catch the ashes. “As 
the greater part of the Brazilian’s diet,” says Mr. Furniss, 
“is either fried or boiled, with a decided preference for the 
latter method, these stoves serve their purpose admirably, and 
are much cheaper than a stove as we know it, with the added 
advantage that they take up less room and can readily be 
moved from room to room, which makes them of great con- 
venience to those having smal! quarters.” 

In Colombia they do their cooking on a contrivance called 
an “anate,” a shallow iron frame of circular form, with strips 
across the bottom. These utensils are from ten to fourteen 
inches in diameter, are made of heavy hoop iron two or three 
inches in width, and are supported by three legs, each about 
nine inches in length. They cost from 1.60 to 2 pesos in Co- 
lcmbian paper money, or from 10 to 121% cents in United 
States gold.

Automatic Staple Cold Roll Pointing Machine 
This is a machine for manufacturing staples with diamond, 
fleam, chisel or square end, taking the wire directly from the 
It is also appli- 





coil and produeing the completed article. 
cable to the pointing of picture nails, flesh heoks and other 
long articles such as are commonly done by a blacksmith, re- 
quiring the use of heat, which greatly injures the finish, when 
it is required that the finished article be bright. This work 
ean be done much more rapidly with this machine, effecting 
a saving of from 200 per cent. to 500 per cent. in the expense 
beside finishing the work in a uniform and very superior 
manner. The machine is also applicable to the manufacture 
of a variety of wire articles with the use of the proper formed 
tools. When using wire in the coil it is entirely automatie, 
its action taking the wire directly from the coil, straighten- 
ing, cutting the wire into the required length and forming 
thereafter. The operation of the machine is as follows: 
The wire is fed through the straightener shown on the left 
of the cut, by means of the feed rolls immediately in front 
thereof. A shaft parallel with the swadging rolls running 
across the front of the machine in standards is equipped 
with cams operating sliding mechanism which cuts off and 
forms the staples into the U shape, also with a cam on the 
end thereof properly timed, which operates the lever shown 
under the feed rolls, producing a pressure of the rolls upon

the wire, feeding it forward to the solid stop, after which the 
other mechanism operates. The shaft is equipped with a 
gear on the end thereof meshing into an intermediate shaft. 
The intermediate shaft and the lower roll shaft have elliptic 
gears thereon meshing into each other; thus by the revolution 
of the first mentioned shaft and proper timing of the elliptic 
gears the swadging rolls are run very slowly at the time of 
swadging, thus admitting of the increased speed of the ma- 
chine over those formerly built, as the swadging limits the

speed of the machine. Therefore, by the use of these elliptie 
gears the speed of the swadging dies remaining the same as in 
the machine formerly used, increases the time of the straight- 
ening, cutting and forming in proportion of two to one, thus 
producing twice the number of articles per minute as for- 
merly made. The roll housings are constructed with large 
bearings and adjustment in such a manner as to insure the 
least possible wear. with 
guard rings protecting the edges of the swadging dies in such 


The swadging rolls are provided 


a manner that when the rolls are revolving without any arti- 
cles being swadged the edges thereof will not run against each 
other, destroying them. All the tools are easily accessible 
and are in plain sight during all the operations. A powerful 
friction brake, operated by a lever enables the machine to be 
quickly stopped in case of breakage of the tools, or for any 
other cause, the handle of which brake shows at the end of 
the machine. The number of articles produced per minute 
on this machine is from 60 to 75, depending on the size of 
the wire being used. The machine illustrated is built for 
1aking staples 2% inches long from No. 5 B. & S. gauge 
wire as thé largest and all intermediate sizes down to 1 inch 
in length as illustrated. The larger size machine is pro- 
vided for staples above No. 5 wire. All of the eutting and 
forming mechanisms are removed and replaced by the neces- 
sary hoppers and feeds when the machine is being used for 
the pointing or swadging of any other articles. Any infor- 
mation required will be cheerfully furnished by the builders 
of this machine, The F. B. Shuster Co., of New Haven.

The Manufacture of Paper. 


The first paper manufactured in America was made at a 
small mill in Philadelphia in 1690, since which time the paper 
industry has been a feature in the manufactures of the coun- 
try. The demand has grown with the development of the 
country, as paper is becoming more and more an indispensa- 
ble commodity. The hand-made papers of early periods have 
given away to the more easily produced, better, and hand- 
somer paper of to-day. It is a noteworthy fact, however, that 
the principle on which paper is now manufactured is the same 
as that employed by the Chinese centuries ago. The demand 
for paper and the necessity for a good product at a low cost 
stimulated the inventors to activity, and the result has been 
the substitution of wood pulp for the paper ingredients used 


by the original manufacturers. In the United States wood 
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soon became the main factor in the paper-making 


business, 
and the article made from the fiber is in many respects equa]

States put about 2,500,000 tons of its own manufacture on 
the market. As to the consumption of paper, statistics show 
that in 1873 Germany led in Europe, with 13.2 pounds per 
eapita, followed by Belgium with 11.2 pounds, Great Britain, 
with 11 pounds, and Franee, with 7 pounds. Since then, 
Germany has increased to about 20 pounds per capita, while 
it is estimated that the United States uses 50 pounds per 
capita. 

Statistics show that the 


~ 


United States not only consumes 
more paper than any other country, but that it is now reach- 
ing for the markets of the world. But a few years ago the 
exports of paper were insignificant, but they now attain a 
yearly valuation of $6,000,000. 

The manufacturers believe that within a few years the 
amount of wood pulp exported will reach a valuation of from 
$15,000,000 to $20,000,000 yearly. The exports of wood pulp 
in 1895 amounted to $2,135,000 and grew gradually until 
1899, when they were valued at $5,477,000. 

There are at present about 1,100 paper and pulp mills in the 
United States, and most of these plants are so arranged that 
they can run interchangeably on various grades of paper. 
The International Paper Co., which has large holdings of 
woodland and water power in several States and a capital 
stock of $45,000,000, controls and manages thirty-six of these 
mills. Although the output of this concern is enormous, it 
holds no monopoly of the trade and has competitors in many 
States. 
this company has facilities for producing 10,000,000 paper 


One of the manufacturing concerns connected with 


bags for merchandise per day. 

The steady growth of the paper-making industry, and the 
use of trees to furnish raw material, have caused much dis- 
cussion, and it has been even urged that if the drain con- 
tinues the forests of the United States will become ex- 
hausted; but manufacturers who have studied the problem 
maintain that the paper industry is not a menace to the for- 
ests. The industry is not only a great consumer of raw 
materials, but it contributes largely to the support of allied 
industries, which employ great numbers of laborers. It 1S 
an important factor in the transportation interests, it being 
estimated that this industry furnishes railroad and steam- 
ship companies about 7,500,000 tons of freight a year. It has 
ereatly enhanced the value of water powers, has added to the 
value of timber lands by creating a permanent demand for 
wood, and it makes a market for hundreds of thousands ot 
tons of rags and other waste which would otherwise be useless.

We cannot in trade matters help others without help- 
ing ourselves; if we remain royal to one in the value of our 
organization, in times of depression, it will be incalculable.” 

I do not think there is any need of laying any further 
stress upon that. There is no doubt that co-operation for all 
parties is of great benefit. I am sorry on behalf of myself 
that I will not have the advantage of remaining over to take 
part in and hear the discussions, as the city from which I 
come, Toronto, will be honored to-morrow and Friday by the 
presence of the Duke and Duchess of York. It is a good thing 
for young men like myself to be at home at such a time. I am 
sorry that I could not carry out the wishes of Mr. McIntosh 
when he wrote: “Bring them with you. We are sure they will 
have a good time.” I know something about the Duke and 
Duchess. I am sure they would only be too pleased to have 
you come, and no doubt you would have a good time with 
them. On behalf of myself and the organization for which I 
appear, | am much obliged.

but when trade is dull and values are tumbling down, we are 
too prone to let all hold go, and add to demoralization by 
adopting a policy of “Every man for himself.” Our associa- 
tion is a strong bulwark against a panicky market if properly 
used, and if the members work in unison. ° 
THE GIGANTIC CORPORATIONS 
which are so omnipotent now, will in times of rapidly declin- 
ing values, have it in their power to protect the innocent 
handlers of their wares, by using their vast influence against 
sudden and radical declines in price. We hope they-will avail 
themselves of this-great opportunity, and prove that they can 
become a strong power tor good to the community. 
THE OUTLOOK. 

The fact that values have not been unduly inflated and that 
a wise conservatism governed the large combinations of 
capital, in not pushing prices to too high a level, gives a 
rosy hue to the business outlook for the future. 

Let us also be conservative, let us be loyal to the Associa- 
tion, giving strength to its othcial actions by a hearty and 
unanimous support; thus we will benefit ourselves and our 
neighbors. 


BENEFITS OF THE ASSOCIATION, 

The work of the National Hardware Association is of a 
negative and positive kind, and the former although not seen 
and searcely heard of, is of as much importance as the latter. 

All members become acquainted with the positive acts of 
the Association, such as when the Secretary has succeeded 
in establishing a proper differential in price, ete., but very 
few indeed are aware ot the many times how, when some 
abuse is about to be introduced that would rob the jobber of a 
previous one or two per cent. ot net profit, the officers of the 
Association, by prompt and wise action, have succeeded in 
having it abandoned.

FOR ANTICIPATED PAYMENTS. 


PREMIUM 


This is a subject which has been prominently before ys 


ever since July of 1899, at which time the American Stee] 
and Wire Company abolished what had been known as the 
cash discount, but what we more properly called a ‘ mium 
for anticipated payment.” The action of the concern illuded 
to was followed by a large number of manufacturers, who 
felt that if one representative concern could insist on terms 
of net cash, without any “premium,” they also could take 
the same position. 

You will remember that after one vear’s trial on part 
of the corporation mentioned, they deemed it wise to meet 
the views of the committee of our Association havine this 
subject in charge, and restore, first, 1 per cent. of the 2 


which they had taken, and a few months afterwards the en- 
tire 2 per cent. This forward action on their part was quite 
speedily followed by a large number of other manufacturers, 

This question was considered as practically settled; we 
gave wide circulation to the resolution which was passed in 
the Pittsburgh Convention in 1899, which reads as follows: 

“Resolved, That it is the sense of the National Hardware 
Association that the discount, 2 per cent. for cash 10 days, 
formerly given by the manufacturers of steel and iron ge 
be not construed as bank interest, but as a premium for 
prompt payment and as an insurance or protection of credits, 
and further that such or similar discount be retained where 
still allowed, and that we urge its restoration where it has 
been discontinued.” 

Unfortunately, during the past vear we have found a few 
olher manutacturers constrained to experiment with this 
dangerous expedient of increasing their profits, and, as the 
members of our Association know, we have speedily taken 
up the subject with the manufacturers, as well as witli the 
individual concerns in our organization, and have convinced, 
in almost every instance, the offending parties that it was to 
their interest to meet our views. Sincerely hope that our 
members will stand as a unit on this question.

The taking away of this premium for anticipated pay- 
ment in every Case means a reduction of our profits. J ob- 


bing houses are compelled to concede 2 per cent. for antici- 
pated payment to their customers, and it would be a hard- 
ship to the retail buyers of the country if the jobbers were 
compelled, through the action of manufacturers, to sell goods 
on terms of net e@ash.

unless the manutacturer gets and sells them. I never was 
able as a manufacturer, to make any money on goods that [ 


it sell, and I do not know of any way ot a manufacturer 
produeing any goods if he is going around and selling them to 
his neighbors and friends. He has got to get on to a larger 
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basis, and do a larger business if he is going to amount to 
much in the manutacturing world. Why, the great wheat 
raisers of Minnesota and the corn producers ot Lowa, and the 
peach growers of Georgia can hardly dispose of their products 
to the retail trade. If you think for a moment.-vou will 
realize it is one of the impossibilities—they have got to pro- 
duce their goods, they have LOT to produce their manufactures 
and they have got to sell them to somebody who makes a busi- 
ness of selling such things and who has got large, convenient 
and excellent privileges and opportunities for doing it. ‘They 
must sell to some party who has a great elevator and can 
handle the goods with the least possible expense. They must 
be transported through these great railroads and other meth- 
ods of transportation by the government, direction and man- 
agement of men, who are acquainted with transportation, and 
then they must be sold in a way that will reduce the price of 
the goods to a minimum to the consumer and give the pro- 
ducer the maximum price he can possibly get. There is no 
other Way that L have discovered tor these men to dispose ot 
their goods than just the methods they are using. Some ot 
these men think, after all, that they are injured, that their 
business is lable to be destroved by the 2reat trusts and the 
ereat organizations, and great railroad corporations, and all 
that sort of thine. Now, I tell vou, my friends, here, that | 
am not an advocate of trusts, but | am here to stand betore 
you and to declare that were it not for the great railroad 
organizations, the great business organizations that we have 
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in this country, we never could have attained to this wonder- 
ful eminence as manutacturers and producers in the world 
that we have. (Applause.) There must be organizations; 
organizations must be of a large character; they must be upon 
a broad platform; they must be of a nature that will do things 
and do them well; they must be managed by men, men ot 
character, ability and honesty. They will secure such men. 
The demand for great men, vounge men, who have ability, 
who have honesty, who have integrity and who are sober in 
their lives and in their habits, never was so 2reat as it is to- 
day. We hear that the trusts organized in this country are 
liable to ruin the country. My friends, fear not! This 
ereat and glorious nation of ours, stands pre-eminently be fore 
the world as the leadine nation of all countries, and as to 
progress in this line, we are practically and absolutely, in my 
judgment, sure to stand still more prominently than we have 
ever done before. 

Now, | advise vou, as members of this organization, to 
maintain this organization; to make it better and more et- 
fective than ever before; to make it a clearing-house between 
manufacturer and jobber, so that we can understand each 
other better than ever before. I notice that the Seeretary 1s 
large in some respects (Laughter), still larger because of the 
information that he is able to obtain from you and the infor- 
mation that he is able to obtain from the manufacturers, and 
the information that he is able to obtain from the manutac- 
turers of other countries, so that he can be able to instruct on 
both sides and let the manufacturers and the merchants and

[ contend, and my business life has proven it, that the 


only suecessful way that a manufacturer can enlarge his 
business and become vreat in the eves of the people and the 
nation, is by using men to distribute his goods, who under- 
stand that business. No man ean do all things. A manutac- 
turer has the detail of a manutacturer; he must understand 
the eost of the goods that he purchases for the product of his 
manufacturers; he must understand the various methods of 
producing; he must be a man who is capable of reducing the 
cost to the minimum, but in doing this, being an investor, 
as he must be to a large extent, cannot be able to decide his 
mind and make himself a great merchant. Therefore, he 
must employ you and men like you who give your thought and 
time, your attention and ability to the direction of distribut- 
ing goods to the best advantage. In that way he can make a 
success, and in my judgement, in no other. There have been 
a few, and very few, notable cases of manufacturers who have 
sold their goods direct to the people. They have been, In a 
few cases, successful, but the number is so exceedingly small 
that it seems as though the very facts that exist were suth- 
cient to prove the position I have taken. The Douglas Shoe 
(‘o. has sold shoes at retail, having fifty, sixty or seventy 
=tores in ditterent parts of the country, and have sold their 
shoes by mail and that sort of thing, and vet, l understand, 
they made a great success. A few others have been successtul 
(1) that line, but the number has been sO exceedingly smal] 
that they have been hardly worth considering. Now, then, 
the relations between the manutacturers and merchant or 
jobber should he exceedingly cordial. do hot know that this 
Is the word to use. [ al sure that th: manutacturer and 
merehant are co-partners, that their interests are so nearly 
alike that they should sell with each other and tovether, hot 
as “trieksters,” as sometimes is done, net as though the manu

Following Ex-Governor Goodell a very able address was 
made by William Bates, sales manager of the Kirk-[atty 
Mtge. Co. Mr. Bates is a voung man, but showed a con lete 


hasteryv of his subject. [lis address was as follows: 


There may easily be several things in the economic! dis- 
tribution ot [lardware and kindred lines whieh the lanutae- 
turer of to-day, in his haste to build up a large and rapidly 
increasing business, will overlook. The temptation to market 
his product through every available channel is one that is not 
easily withstood, and in a good many cases may not prove to 
be the most economical course to pursue, 

The manufacturer who has built up a large business but 
Is satisfied to have his product flow to the consumer through a 
few large channels, finds himself in an unenviable position if 
through any means one of these large outtlow channels is eut 
off, for he has to build his bridges all over again at consider- 
able cost. IL would therefore say to the manutacturer who 
would distribute his product Most economically, Spare ho 
pains in the choice of the path that will carry it most directly 
to the consumer, and see to it that this path is paved at the 
start so that it will stand the wear and tear of time. 

“One cannot grow figs from thistles.” Theretore, if the 
manufacturer would distribute his product economieally he 
must determine what jobbers Cater most directly to the con- 
sumer $f the particular product he manufactures, and de- 
vote most of his time and energy to cultivating the trade, 
respect and confidence of those jobbers. 


SUPERIOR QUALITY OF GOODS. 

This can only be done by first manufacturing a line of 
product that is second to none, something that the manufac- 
turer can stand behind always and will not be ashamed of at 
ellis time, 

This is done by the employment of skilled labor, the paying 
of fair wages and the careful supervision of the product as it 
Passes through its several operations 1 the mill. 

Second, | would say to manufacturers, put up your product 


In nice, attractive packages, neatly pred pve red or boxed and 
labeled. This is a very large factor in the economical distri- 
bution of a manutacturers product, as the buyer will send 
repeat orders by mail for the goods that are put up so, and 
these mail orders, pro rated against the orders which cost him 
traveling CXpelses and other incidentals to secure, reduce the 
total expenses of distributing his product, and therefore, as I 
said, are a great factor in the most eeonomical way that a 
manufacturer can distribute his product. Good judgment 
niust be used 11) the employment of representatives 3 there is 
no economy in emploving cheap salesmen. 

COMPETENT SALESMEN. 

A great many buyers never see the manutacturer himself, 
and he is only known to the buver through the salesman and 
the quality of goods he manufactures. It is therefore neces 
sary that the salesman be dignified and intelligent, and of 
strict integrity. Through possession of these virtues in a 
salesman orders are often secured to the manufacturer in 
preference to his competitors, who manufacture Just as good 
a product, but whose representative does not, and never will, 
command the respect and contidence of the buyer. Cheap 
salesmen are very oiten, in facet, | might say always, weak- 
kneed, and are susceptible of being worked by a shrewd buyer 
who understands his business and recognizes in the salesman 
this element of weakness. There is surely no economy in em- 
ploving the services of such a representative beeause they can 
be secured for a few hundred dollars a vear less than the man 
who is thoroughly conversant with his particular line of busi- 
ness, and who can uphold the dignity of his position and com- 
mand the respect, contidence and personal esteem of the buyer 
by his integrity and bearing. “By their deeds ye shall know 
them.” Salesmen, command the respect of your eustomer if 
Vou would ASSISt vour emplover 11) the economical distribu- 
tion of his product.

achair at a Hardware buver’s desk, and I have long realized 
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that his position is one of importance, and as a class, I wish 
to state here, they are uniformly courteous and obliging. 
Sharp and shrewd, of course, but they will always listen to a 
story that a manufacturer may have to tell. They are posted, 
too, and can distinguish as to the shades of value of goods 
offered them. The manufacturer may often be led into deals 
that he may afterward regret, but why blame the buyer? The 
keynote to the whole situation is here, and when the buyer 
and maker both realize that each has his part to do, an ideal 
athliation is brought about and each will be a source of 
strength to the other and goods will be placed in the hands of 
the retailer, through the jobber, at lowest possible selling 
Cost. 

The traveling man should not be forgotten—that genial, 
wholesouled, well posted man of the road; up early in the morn- 
ing and late at night—but, of course, always on account of 
business. Jlow well he knows every man and boy in every 
establishment that he visits, and how he wins the heart of the 
dealer. He laughs at the cold of Winter and the heat or Sum- 
mer, and will even smile when he doesn’t get an order, which 
is not often, and he is the great factor between jobber and 
dealer and the manufacturer and dealer. 

The [lardware maker is bound to tall into some errors, 
and if his business is not well organized, or if he makes in- 
ferior goods, or if he pursues unbusinesslike methods in his 
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works, or in his office, or with his trade, verily he will be lke 
the 2Tass of the field. 

Personally I am a firm believer that the manufacturer of 
small goods ean distribute his product to better advantage 
through the jobber than by any other method, for the reason 
that his traveling man is in close touch with the dealer and 
the jobber’s selling expense is reduced to a minimum because 
of the large variety of articles that he has to offer; besides his 
study is to sell goods to the immediate factor between the 
jobber and consumer.

The subject you have assigned to me for discussion is 
“Fy (‘on Manutaeturers of Hardware and Kindred Lines 
Most Economically Distribute Their Products ¢” 

In considering this question and giving my views, 1t seems 


hat some light may be obtained by relating my experi- 
ences along these lines for over 30 years, and they may be of 
terest, if not amusement, to the members of this con- 


ventlon. _ 
[t is said that “Experience is a good schoolmaster.” I 
in my case this saying has been verified. My experience 


+ 
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was along’ the lines of Hardware, but kindred lines V1Z.: 
Tron and Steel Roofing, Sidings, Ceilings, Conductor Pipe, 
Eaves Trough, &e. Our company, the Garry Iron and Steel 


Roofing Co., were among the first to commence this business, 
and may be considered the pioneer manufacturers of the 
above named material, therefore it became my business to 
market our products. The question came to my mind, “What 
will be the best and most economical way to dispose of them ?”’ 
Metal Sheets were well known, but not for roofing purposes ; 
it therefore became necessary to educate the public to their 
practical use for purposes designed, and who should be the 
schoolmaster? Knowing the ability of jobbers for this work, 
I sought to make arrangements with them for this purpose. 
They kindly and gently informed me that a demand for them 
must first be created before they would or could do anything 
with them. These were the old school jobbers, doing business 
he slow motive power, hence the demand had to be created, 
which was done through other sourees; the consumer, the 
tinner and the retailer. The demand did come and came in 
enormous proportions, as evidenced by the thousands of tons 
sheet metal that are used for these products yearly at the 
present time. The demands have been made, conditions for 
handling mannteetured product are changed, Husiness is being 
done on the high pressure and rapid transit principle. Now 
the question arises, “What is the cheapest, quickest and most 
practical way of marketing our goods?” The demand has 
en ereated—now the demand is, “What is the best and most 
feasible way of taking care of this demand ?”’ 


LOOKING THE FIELD OVER 


I am satisfied that this problem ean be solved through the 
ageney of the jobber. When we take into consideration their 
ways and means and their willingness, providing we give 
them the money end of the business, to handle our products, 
we, as manufacturers, are forced to admit that the proper 
solution of the question is in favor of the jobber. 

With their great army of traveling salesmen, composed of 
men of brains, business ability, tact and energy, going into 
every city, town and hamlet, daily and almost hourly, the 

bber has pre-e minently the advantage over any other sys- 
em that at this time presents itself to my mind for selling 

id distributing goods. 

7 think I am within the bounds of truth when I say that 
your association is the largest and most influential, repre- 
senting the largest amount of capital of any commercial or- 
ganization in the country. I am in favor of association of 
this character, for it enlarges men’s views by interchange of 
thoughts and ideas, destroys petty jealousies and lifts men on 
a higher plane of business prince iples, establishing harmony 
among the members and securing the confidence of your cus- 
tomers and the good will of the public. 

[n conelusion, I wish to say that a closer and more har- 
menious business relationship should exist between the man- 

facturer and the jobber. Their relations should be placed 
on the base of live and let live, in perfect harmony and jus- 
tice, on the universal brothe rhood of man, and founded on 
the eternal principle of “Doing unto others as you would 
have others do unto you.”

Keonomy is one of the leading factors in the success of 
any business. We believe that a liberal economy, so to 
speak, saves the most money and gets the best results. <A 
manufacturing concern that is honest all the way through, 
honest in its goods and in its dealings, and which also has 
2ood will that is hearty and genuine, has an advantage and a 
ower in its favor that will in time establish strong and mu- 
‘ally valuable relations with jobbers of like character, and 
seep a flow of its goods through them to the consumer at a 
inimum outlay. 
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Fewer salesmen and less traveling expense, ruinous con- 
cessions to buy unstable trade and various other items of 
cost are saved it a manutacturer has secured a trade that is 
easily handled. Instead of rushing around the country to 
get the whole earth, if he will select as many substantial and 
favorably located jobbing houses as is reasonable without 
inviting attacks on his trade from his rivals, and will culti- 
vate favorable relations with them, he will get his proportion 
of what the market takes at the highest average price and 
with the greatest economy. 

We therefore repeat that the most economical way for a 
manutacturer to market his product is to cultivate close re- 
lations with the jobbers best suited to place his goods, and 
it he has to buy his trade let him do it with fair dealing, 
good will and concessions that will not break his own mar- 
ket. 

Geo. V. Willson, Secretary-Treasurer of Hussey, Binns & 
C'o., Pittsburgh, closed the collocution with the following 
well-chosen remarks: 

[ hesitate to speak to you upon a subject of such import- 
ance, the real answer to which determines whether the mid- 
dleman is essential as the distributer between the manutfac- 
turer and consumer. I cannot expect to present new ideas 
and only hope to emphasize some which have already been 
considered in the past. 

It would seen to me that under ideal conditions there Call 
be but one answer to the question, and that the manufacturer 

Hardware and kindred lines can most economically dis- 
tribute his product by the aid of the jobber. 

[ say ideal conditions, meaning that almost millenium- 
like time, when the manufacturer is satisfied to market his 
goods through the hands of the dealer, and maintains a proper 
distinction in price between the jobber, retailer and con- 
sumer; when the jobber is so in facet, and not alone in name, 
and does not take advantage of the prices obtained as a jobber 
to destroy the market of his customer, the retailer, whom he 
ought to protect; when he lives up to the spirit of your organ- 
ization, “the promotion of more friendly business relations 
and mutual confidence and good will with each other and 
with manufacturers,” and when the retailer is content to act 
as the final distributer of the goods and is willing to recog- 
nize that the jobber is entitled to a lower price than himself. 


THE COST OF DISTRIBUTION IS NOT THE ONLY QUESTION 


affecting the relations between the jobber and the manufac- 
turer. The time was, not so many years since, when the pri- 
vate brands of dealers were practically unknown and the 
manufacturer had a just pride in the reputation of his goods 
and an inducement to maintain the quality of his various 
brands. In these degenerate days, however, every dealer, 
large or small, must have his private brands and labels, and, 
instead of being the agent for the distribution of the goods, 
poses both as manufacturer and distributer. The real manu- 
facturer, therefore, in order to retain his identity, 1s com- 
pelled to seek the retailers or large consumers, who prefer 
high grade goods of the manufacturer’s own brands, hence 
mere cost of distribution becomes a secondary consideration 
with him. 

The manufacturers and jobbers are necessarily dependent 
upon each other, and, realizing that fact, should treat each 
other in the spirit of mutual kindness and good will. 

[ have, as a member of an association of manufacturers, 
with which you are familiar, had the privilege of coming in 
contact with various committees representing your organiza- 
tion quite often during the past five years, and while we have 
hot always been able to agree upon eertain lines of policy, 
and have had oeeasion to change our views upon important 
points during that time, still I wish to express my apprecia- 
tion of the almost universal spirit of fairness which has pre- 
vailed. 

THE JOBBERS PROFIT. 


The manufacturers desire to aid the jobbers in every reas- 
onable way, for it would only be good business policy to do 
so. We try to protect you to that reasonable margin of profit 
to which vou are entitled, and encourage you In every wavy to 
obtain it, for at no time is our business so satisfactory 
when our friends are obtaining proper compensation for dis- 
tributing our goods. 

There is one point which I would like to impress upon 
you right here, and which so many seem to overlook—namely, 
that the proper place for the jobber to look for his profit is 
from his customer, and not from the manufacturer. It is 
hard enough for the latter to make his own profit, to say 
nothing of also making a profit for you. 

I have strayed somewhat from the subject, but in doing so 
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have endeavored to indicate some of the reasons why the 


manutacturer feels compelled at times to also act as the dis- 
tributer of his own goods, even although it is not the most 
economical way. 

Let us try to get closer together, realizing that although 
“shrewd business,” as it is improperly called, may seem to 
prosper at times, still it is better to LIVE the old-fashioned 
definition to honesty instead of the “business” definition 
which sometimes prevails.

prevail?’ was ably discussed by Frank Dickerson, genera] 
sales agent of the American Tin Plate Co., and J. C. Brain- 
erd, sales manager, The Johnson-Jennings Co. 

Mr. Dickerson’s speech was frequently interrupted by ap- 
plause and laughter. He was followed by Mr. Brainerd, who 
in his usual convineing manner, spoke as follows: 

Mr. President and Gentlemen: 

In olden times when a nation or body of men desired to 
know the prospects of the future, they consulted soothsayers 
and astrologers who derived their power from their supposed 
ability to read the stars and their associations with the devil. 
The business man of to-day must go it alone, and when in 
search of like knowledge must derive it from his judgment of 
the condition of Crops, Taw material, factory capacity and do- 
mestic and foreign demand. The tarmer is well known to be 
a large consumer of all lines of manufactured products, and 
the abundance of his crops and his ability to market them 
at a good price goes a long way toward the assurance of a 
prosperous year. 

The agricultural reports for this Vvear are favorable for a 
200d wheat crop and an average corn crop in this country | 
for a shortage in South American and Russian cereals. This 
should assure the maintenance of the present prices for Amer- 
ican food products. The reports on the cotton crop are not 
favorable, and should the shortage be as heavy as some author- 
ities claim, prices on cotton will probably be materially 
vaneed.

Broadminded com- 
petition cannot help but be more beneficial to trade than 
narrow rivalry. Reliance for suecess in manufacture and 
trade upon secrecy and isolation can never produce the bene- 
ficial results which flow from a generous interchange of 
knowledge and experience between those engaged in similar 
enterprises. The standardizing of manufactured products in 
metal in this country is incident to the broader view taken by 
you gentlemen, and has grown out of just such meetings and 
associations as this. ‘There are other reasons, we of course 
know, for the phenomenal progress which has been made in 
recent years in the exportation of the products with which 
you gentlemen have to do. You have been permitted to de- 
velop your skill and experience by wise protective laws. I 
feel at liberty to say this upon this occasion, because success 
condones fancied errors of methods, and no matter what the 
political beliefs of a person may have been, so long as he is 
an American, and gratified with American trade supremacy, 
he is in no sort offended by a suggestion that a protective 
tariff was, to some extent, the oceasion of it. America, and 
all things American, have been enormously advertised by the 
astounding results achieved in the Spanish war. In con- 
elusion, I wish to again congratulate you, the manufacturers 
and middlemen, upon the present opportunities in trade, and 
the manner in which, in your wisdom, you are taking ad- 
vantage of them. <A vigorous foreign policy and an intima- 
tion to the world that we not only ean, but will protect our 
citizens, wherever they may be, tends to create and support

Matters of important interest are being constantly brought 
to our attention by the jobbers ; often through the exeeutiv:

All kinds of different contracts are made covering sueh im- 
portant matters as quantities, term of contract, privilege of 
Inerease, PYuarantee of price, etc. Some ot us have, ot course, 
remedied such abuses very materially, but there is still room 
for general improvement. Some men, for instance, new in 
business, will be glad to make any kind of a contract, giv 
anything in the wav of a guarantee, or a long term contrac! 
for an indefinite quantity, simply for the glory of selling on 
of our large jobbers. He is simply buying experience, and 
he can figure what it cost him when at the close of his bus! 
ness vear he examines his balanee sheet. Manufacturers of 
this kind are a menace to the manufacturing business; thes 
are a menace to the jobbing trade as a whole, and just as the 
jobber, perhaps new in the business, or with wrong ideas or 
little experience, has been benefited by being taken into the 
counsels of his organization, so can we attain more uniform- 
itv in our dealings with the trade by a general discussion of 
leading trade questions.

Mr. Plumb came forward to take the chair and spoke briefly, 
first thanking those present for the honor conferred upon 
him.

Cash Discounts—Nearly all manufacturers have adopted 60 
days or two per cent. off in 10 days. That some jobbers 
seemed to think that this meant two per cent. off in 30 days. 
The steel manufacturers having withdrawn all cash discounts, 
it placed the Hardware manufacturer in a disagreeable posi- 
tion. 

Contracts—With steel manufacturers a contract is in black 
and white, and they always see that it is carried out to the 
letter. 

Special Brands—So many jobbers are demanding that their 
own brand be placed on goods, that if the practice continues 
the name of the manufacturer will be completely lost sight of 
and his money spent for advertising his goods be wasted. 

Mr. Plumb then announced that the Executive Committee 
would draft articles of incorporation, name various commit- 
tees and report to members at earliest possible moment.

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Noises and the Law. 


Some decisions of the courts as to when a noise is a nyj. 
sance. 

How to deal with the sounds which come within the 
nuisance classification will probably be one of the puzzling 
problems demanding solution at the hands of modern jurists 


and modern legislators. The petition filed in the Civil Dis. 
trict Court yesterday in this city by Henry Denis, a promi- 
nent member of the New Orleans bar, against the |Discal. 
ceated Carmelite Nuns to stop the almost continuous inging 
of bells at the convent, at North Rampart and Barracks 


Streets, on the ground that the practice constitutes an 


actionable nuisance, again calls attention to the almost 
endless variety of sounds which are ceaselessly hammering 
on the eardrum of the man in the ctly. 

Among the bitterest and most vitriolic utterances Schopen- 
hauer ever indulged in his gloomy quarrel with the world 
was the broadside which he hurled at the man who persisted 
in eracking his whip as he drove through the streets. Con- 
sistent with his erratic temperament, he gave the utterance 
a conspicuous place in one of his most learned essays. Other 
men of genius have shown similar antipathies, even unto the 
musicians who have died Jeaving behind them a mass of 
split notes and syncopated sounds to harass the hearing of 
those who survive them. 

Art has played no inconspicuous part in the sound nuis- 


ances which have come into existence on account oi the 
augmentation of population, and probably some of the many 


eases found in the law books grew out of the rendition of 
some of the world’s masterpieces in music. At any rate, 
frequent complaint has been made of sounds of this character 


on the ground that they constituted an actionable nui-anee, 
and the courts have been asked to suppress them. And in 
many instances they have been suppressed. 

The courts have gone so far in some instances as to hold 
that the noise incident to an ordinary business may be a 
nuisance. In 1882 the question was raised in a Massachu- 
setts case with reference to a factory bell, and the Court de- 
elared the ringing of the bell to be a nuisance within the 
meaning of the law. <A similar conelusion was reached in 
another ease where objection was made to the noise in a 
blacksmith shop, the hammering on the anvil and _ other 
noise incident to a blacksmith’s work. But the courts have 
been as prudent as possible in cases where objection has beea 
made to sounds arising in the ordinary course of business. 
They have been foreed to observe more than ordinary pru- 
dence in dealing with this phase of the question, because 
of the increase in the amount of noise incident to business 
methods. 

But the bell has probably played a more conspicuous part 
in jurisprudence than any other instrument of sound, .and 
in many instances the learned judges have yielded to the 
alluring opportunities to humor the sentimental side of 
their nature in dealing with these cases. In the early Eng: 
lish ease, in 1851, Kindersley, who rendered the decision, 
: philosophic reference to the bell, 


took occasion to make 
touching upon the pleasurable sensations of the sound, as 
well as the disagreeable part of it. He said: 

“Now, a chime of bells may be, and no doubt is, an extreme 
nuisanee to a person who lives within a few feet or a few 
vards of those bells; but to a person who lives at a distance 
from them, although he is within reach of the sound, though 
he is within the sphere of their operations, within the in- 
fluence of their effect, so far from being a nuisanee, an 1n- 
eonvenience, it may be a positive pleasure.” 

The test laid down in the books is that any “noise which 
constitutes an annoyance to a person of ordinary sensibility 
to sound, such as materially to interfere with the ordinary 
comfort of life, and impair the reasonable enjoyment of his 
habitation, is a nuisance to him.” This is the doetrine ap- 
plied in American cases, and it was even applied in a New 
York Case where objection Was made to the noise of A trade, 
and while holding that the noise of a trade was not a nul- 
sance per Se, the Court eoneluded that it might become s0 
on account of the manner of conducting the business. 

The problem in the future will probably be dealt with 
scientifically. Specialism in medicine has already blazed 
the way for a more careful attention to the senses, and the 
injury to the hearing capacity consequent upon unusual 
It destroys that dis- 


noise has already been suggested. 


eriminating nicety in hearing which the artists in musi¢ 
are so much interested in, and the scientific man may call 4 
halt lest the time come when one may not catch the softet 
sounds of the world.—New Orleans Times-Democrat.
